FORTHCOMING CONFERENCE. 

The uinth annual conference of the Irish 
Local Government Officials’ Union will be 
held next Saturday in the Technical Insti- 
tute, Sharman-Crawford street, Cork, at 
1.20 p.m. 

The matters for discussion include a notice 
of motion by the Central Council, that the 
Union is of opinion that it is desirable that 
there should be an arrangement in existence 
for consultation between the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health and represen- 
tatives of the Union on all proposed legisla- 
tion and orders affecting local government 
administration, and that it should be an 
instruction to the new Central Council to 
approach the Minister with a view to estab 
lishing such an arrangement. 

A resolution from the Sligo branch urges 
the necessity of having the services of local 
government officials throughout the Saorstat 
oon on a properly graded basis as regards 
asic salary, increments, etc providing that 
such grading does not adversely affect 
existing salaries. 

The Donegal branch has a motion relative 
to graded salaries of officials of county 
boards oí health and public assistance. 

A motion bv the Cavan branch expresses 
the opinion that the Government should 
appoint a Commission to inquire into the 
whole system of lecal government. and recom- 
mends improvements, particularly in regard to 
the co-ordination of the different services, 
ete. and that the local government service 
should be adequately represented on such 
Commission.

The ring was considered a badge of servi- 
tude’ by some, and was for that reason given 
by the man to his wife, like our forefathers, 
who were accustomed to give the future son- 
in-law one of the bride’s shoes as a sign of 
authority over her. 

The bridal veil is evidently of Eastern 
origin, being a relic of the bridal canopy held 
over the heads of the bride and bridegroom 
Among the Anglo-Saxons a similar custom 
existed, but if the bride were a widow it was 
dispensed with.

A stated that we did not walk enough. 
“ It is quite true, for we hop on trams 


going short distances, and we pop into motors 
for longer journeys. Our feet seldom touch 
mother earth except on the granite pave- 
ment of a street or the concrete path of a 
suburban garden. What walkers our ancestors 
were! But. indeed, they had not much 
choice, for, unless one owned a horse or a 
vehicle of some kind, there was no way of 
getting to office or business except on 
“ Shanks’ mare.” Cabs or cars were only to 
be thought of in case of extreme urgency or 
very bad weather. Men walked from their 
homes in the Pembroke or Rathmines districts 
down to the Custom Anl the Post Office, 
and Tyrone House. Judges and barristers 
delighted in lengthy walks after a long 
day in the courts, and business men could 
tell how the country looked from the top of 
the “Three Rock’’ Mountain several days in 
the week at the breakfast table from their 
early saunter up the hillsides, starting at 
6 o'clock on a bright morning—a good pre- 
paration for a hard day s toil in the eity.

The Aerial Girdle. 


The flight of the aeroplane Southern 
Cross across the Pacific Ocean is the 
greatest feat that has been accomplished 
by aviators. Two Australian and two 
American flying men “took off” at San 
Francisco on the morning of May 3lst. 
They landed at Honolulu twenty-seven 
hours later, after an adventurous journey 
of 2,400 miles through bewildering clouds. 
The second stage of their aerial voyage was 
a yet more formidable undertaking; for 
the Fiji Islands were no less than 3,200 
miles distant. Nevertheless, the flight, which 
began on Sunday, June 3rd, was made in 
a little over thirty-four hours. The final 
stage of the flight, from the Fiji Islands 
.to Australia, was of the relatively small 
length of 1,700 miles—merely as far as 
from Dublinto Moscow. Last Friday this 
last stave was begun, and on Saturday, 
when the Southern Cross landed at Bris- 
bane, it was completed. A flight over 
7,540 miles of ocean had been accomplished 
in slightly under 90 hours of flying time. 
The achievement wasa triumph of courage 
and of endurance; but to flying men it 
was yet more remarkable as a token of the 
pitch of perfection to which the science 
of aerial navigation has been brought. 
Throughout the journey the aeroplane 
was in wireless communication with 
land, and in the last stage the airmen’s 
hourly account of their adventure was 
“ broadcasted ”’ stations in the 
Antipodes to al] the world.

Mr. Roe says that he conceived the possi- 
bility of the aeroplane when he was at seu 
and watched albatrosses gliding on motion- 
less wings. He and his colleagues were 
broken-hearted after his first crash, but 
quickly they became inured to such calami- 
ties. “We soon realised that there was 
nothing else to expect, and felt very lucky 
if we ended a day’s trials without a 
crash.’’ Few shared the faith of these ex- 
perimenters. Sir Charles Wakefield, who

Australia’s Films. 


There are 1,250 picture-houses in the 
Australian Commonwealth. These have a 
total staff of 20,000 persons, and the 
country’s population—little more than six 
millions—provides annual attendances of 
110,000,000 persons. The picture-houses 
represent an investment of £25,000,000. 
Of the pictures screened in Australia 93 
per cent. are from foreign sources and at 
least 90 per cent. come from the United 
States. So important is the industry, 
alike in its social and financial aspects, 
that its conditions have been the subject of 
exhaustive inquiry by a Royal Com- 
mission. The Commission’s report, which 
has been adopted by the Federal Govern- 
ment, includes many interesting findings. 
Discussing the small amount of Britain’s 
contribution—it was 1,904,190 feet of film 
last year as compared with 24,000,000 
feet from the United States—the report 
says that hitherto British films have been 
of a low standard and have not been 
popular with Australian spectators. 
Recently, however, British films have shown 
a decided improvement in quality and 
technique; and, if this improvement is 
maintained, they will find an increasing 
welcome from the Australian people. As 
an encouragement for the production of 
tritish films the Committee recommends 
the establishment of an Empire quota for 
a trial period of three years, and invites 
the Commonwealth authorities 1» make 
reciprocal tariff and quota arrangements 
with other parts of the Empire. It sug- 
gests a quota of five per cent. of Empire 
films for the first year, ten per cent. for 
the second year, and fifteen per cent. for 
the third year, with an increase from 1d. 
to 2d. a foot in the tariff on foreign films. 
The creation of a national board of three 
film censors, including a woman, is pro- 
posed by the Commission and has been 
approved by the Commonwealth Govern-

HIRE-PURCHASE SYSTEM. 


HELPING TO RESTORE 
BRITAIN'S PROSPERITY. 


Addressing a conference of the Incorporated 
Association of Retail Distributors at ourne- 
mouth on Saturday, Mr. P. A. Best said that 
post-war conditions had made it impossible 
jor many people to save mouey, and the hire 
purchase credit system played a great part 
in meeting these conditions and in helping 
to restore prosperity to the country. 

It might reasonably be suggested that, 
apart from big credit, it was bad to encour- 
age the buying of goods which could not be 
paid for within a comparatively short time. 
But why should purchasers be deprived ot 
the benefits of a system which was extended 
to nations and large businesses, and to in- 
dividuals in such transactions as the buying 
of houses or land? 

The hire purchase system used by reput- 
able firms made it possible for people to im- 
prove or to start their homes in a manner 
suitable to their positions and prospects, and 
so long as the instalment was in keeping with 
the income it was, in his opinion, a sound way 
of doing business.

CANON BENJAMIN FINCH WHITE. 

Canon Benjamin Finch White died at the 
Rectory, Inch, Downpatrick, on Saturday 
last.

MH. C. T. GATTY. 


The Times announces the death of Mr. C. 
T. Gatty, F.S.A., and says that he will be 
best remembered for his study of George 
Wyndham and for his monumental hook on 
Mary Davies, in which he _ related the 
romantic history of the manor of Ebury. 

Charles Tindal Gatty was born in 1861, 
the son of the Rev. Dr. Alfred Gatty, Vicar 
of Ecclesfield and Sub-Dean of York. His 
mother, daughter of the Rev, Alexander 
Scott, who was Nelson's chaplain in the 
Victory, is still remembered as the author 
of ‘‘Aunt Judy s Tales,” while his elder 
sister, Juliana Horatia, afterwards Mrs. 
Ewing, wrote ‘‘Jackanapes’’ and other 
classic stories. Sir Alfred Scott-Gatty, 
Garter King-of-Arms, who died in 1918, was 
his elder brother. Mr. Gatty was educated 
at Charterhouse, and became a convert to the 
Roman Catholic Church. For 12 years he 
was curator of the Liverpool Museum, and 
for two years was private secretary to the 
late Lord Bute. In 1891 he edited a paper 
started by Lord Wolverton at Yeovil, and 
was Home Rule candidate for West Dorset 
in 1892. In 1894 he was: appointed second 
secretary to Mr. T. E. Ellis, M.P., the chief 
Ministerial Whip. He was a promoter of 
the Irish Art Companions, founded in 
Dublin in 1903, and he was co-editor of 
‘* Arundel Hymns.’’ 

Mr. Gatty’s ‘‘George Wyndham: Recog- 
nita,” which appeared in 1917, is a discur- 
sive work, composed in the form of a letter 
to Lady Grosvenor. There is little about 
polities, but much of Wyndham's other in- 
terests, and it preserves a real portrait of 1 
wonderful character, drawn with love and 
understanding.

BUTTER. 


NEW EXPORT ORDER. 


CLEANLINESS. FLAVOUR 
AND WEIGHT, ASSURED.

With a view to effecting further im- 
provement in the. quality of Free State 
butter, Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, has issued an Order providing that 
all butter for export must be submitted 
for examination by an inspector before 
it is exported. 

The inspector making the examination 
will be guided by the fi!lowing considera- 
tions: the flavour ani texture of the 
butter, the presence of mould growths, 
the cleanliness of the package in which 
the butter is contained, and, lastly, the 
weight of the butter, as compared with 
the weight marked on the package. 


NECESSARY CONDITIONS. 

In order to be suitable for export the 
butter must comply with the following 
conditions :— 

(1) It must have been awarded in respect 
of flavour not less than 54 out of a possible 
60 marks, and in respect of texture not less 
than 24 out of a possible 30; 

(2) It and the package or wrapper con- 
taining it must be free from mould growths; 

(5) The butter must be contained m a 
clean package, and 

(4) The weight of the butter must not he 
less than the weight marked on the pa ‘ka 


A CHURN MARK. 

Where any package of butter in a con- 
signment is found net to comply with 
these requirements the whole consign- 
ment will be regarded as unsuitable and 
its export prohibited. 

A separate Order, issued by the same 
Minister, decrees that every package con- 
taining butter for export must bear what 
is to be known as a “ churn mark,” which 
will consist of a distinctive letter for each 
month of the year and a distinctive num- 
ber for each churning, the numbers to 
run from the beginning to the end of each

NUREMBERG, Sunday. 

Twenty-two persons have been killed and 
many others injured in a railway accident 
which occurred in the early hours of this 
morning «close to the wayside station of 
Siegelsdorf, near Nuremberg, 

The Munich-Frankfort express, 
was crowded with passengers, numbers of 
them travelling in sleeping cars, left the 
rails while travelling round a curve at 
fifty miles an hour, which is unusually 
high for the German railways. 

The accident occurred a few hundred 
yards from Siegelsdorf Station. The loco- 
motive plunged down an embankment and 
overturned. ‘The leading coach fell on top 
of the locomotive, while three others rolled 
down the embankment. 

Although some of the passengers were 
killed outright, others who were im- 
prisoned in the leading coach were scalded 
to death by steam from the engine. 

PANIC. 

The scenes which followed beggar de- 
scription. ‘The uninjured passengers, for 
the most part, lost their heads, and fled 
from the train in panic. Help, however, 
was speedily forthcoming from Wurzburg, 
Furth and Nuremberg, and the injured 
passengers were taken to liospitals in those 
towns by special trains. 

Traffic on the line has been interrupted 
for most of the day, as the permanent way

Eighty men and forty horses were on 
the train, which had just left left York 
Station, when a light engine ran into the 
side of the engine hauling the train and 
fouled the points.

ENGINES INTERLOCKED. 

The treop train was travelling from 
Addison road, London, to Gorgie, near 
Fdinburgh. It was steaming along the 
main north line, and parallel to it on 
another line was the light engine, going in 
the same direction, The engine previously 
had drawn a Newcastle train into York 
Station, and proceeded to the engine sheds 
to replenish with coal and water. To do 
this it had to travel to a point where 
it could reverse and return on another 
set of metals. This point is about three 
hundred yards north of the station, near 
the Clifton signal box, where the line 
crosses the main line on which the troop 
train was travelling. It was here that 
the collision occurred at 2.30 in the after- 
noon.

NEARLY A CRASH AT THE 
START. , 


After a thrilling escape Írom “a serious 
accident Captain C.* D. Barnard. in 
company with the Duchess of Bedford and 
Mr. E. H. Alliott, took off from Lympne 
Acrodrome at 4.30 yesterday morning in 
a Fokker monoplane, Princess Aenia, in 
an attempt to fly to India and back in 
eight days. 

The fliers had a few anxious moments 
at the start. Heavily laden as it was, and 
weighing two and a half tons, it was ex- 
pected that the monoplane might experience 
some difficulty in rising. There was a 
forty miles an hour breeze, and, in order 
to get a longer run, Captain Barnard took 
the "plane across the wind. It raced along 
the ground at a terrific speed, and as it 
approached nearer and nearer to the tele- 
graph wires it showed no signs of taking 
off, and onlookers became anxious. Just 
as it seemed that it was bound to hit the 
cluster of wires head on the ‘plane took 
off. but failed. to clear the wires, the 
under-carriage of the machine tearing 
away a few of the upper ones as though 
they were made of thread. 


ANOTHER THRILL. 

Another thrill followed ; for barely had 
the ‘plane negotiated this obstacle than 
it made a sudden dip towards : some 
cottages. Captain Barnard zoomed up, 
however, just in time, and, rapidly gaining 
height, the machine disappeared into the 
morning haze over the Channel on the first 
hop to Sofia. 

The Duchess of Bedford, who is 62° veuts 
of age, arrived at Lympne yesterday by a 
light “plane from Henlow, Bucks, after a 
harrow escape from being thrown gut of 
the machine. She spent the night quietly 
at her hotel

AN AMERICAN COMPLAINT.

CALCUTTA, Sunday. 

According to the Darjeeling correspondent 
of the Statesman, Professor Nicholas K.

pedition into Central Asia, has received a 
cablegram from America, informing him that 
a commission of three representatives of the 
New York corporations that financed his ex- 
pedition, is coming to India to investigate the 
behaviour of the Tibet Government towards 
the expedition. The entire American Press, 
added the cable, was highly indignant at the 
conduct of the Tibetan authorities towards a 
party of harmless American citizens, who 
were out to look for facts in the service ot 
art, and were not there with the object of 
spreading anti-Government propaganda. 

[The arrival of the expedition in Northern 
India was reported on May 25, this being 
the first news of the party since April vo! 
last year. They stated that, although they 
had passports, they were stopped by the 
Tibetan authorities north of the River 
Nagchu. They had to undergo considerable 
hardships, living during the winter in summer 
tents at an altitude of 15,000 feet. Professor 
Roerich’s wife and son were among the

FHE ITALIA AND THE 
SOUTHERN CROSS. 

The week-end has brought two very wel- 
come pieces of news, remarks Vhe V'imes in 
an editorial article. In the Arctic. General 
Nobile’s airship Italia has at last been traced, 
and her crew, whose fate had seemed doubt- 
ful, are reported all alive. On the other side 
of the world, a new and clorious mark has 
been cut in the record of aerial achievement, 
and the Pactfic, like the Atlantic. has been 
proved no longer invincible to the skill of the 
airman and the engineer. On Saturday morn- 
ing, as was announced in our later editions of 
that day, Captain Kingsiord-Smith and his 
three companions landed at Brisbane, and 
realised their ambition of being the first te 
fly across the Pacific from America to Australia. 
It is a great triumph, for which the gallant 
crew of the Southern Cross fully deserve the 
enthusiastic reception and ccngratulations that 
have met them. The total distance flown, 
7,540. miles, has been exceeded, but never over 
open sea. It has also included in the 3,200 
miles from Hawaii to Fiji the longest flight 
over water ever yet made or tried, and 
certainly no. comparable cttempt has pro- 
ceeded more smoothly, or has caused, at least 
to the onlookers, less anxiety. 

Fortune is bound to play a part. for better 
or for worse, in all such endeavours, but no 
flight has. left less to chance and relied more 
on sheer ability. Ten months were spent in 
preparation. The skill of the two Australian 
pilots, Captain Kingsford Smith and Mr. Ulm, 
the perfect .judgment which. teok the 
machine from the narrow strip of Naselai 
Beach, the superb navigation of the Ameri- 
ean, Lieutenant Lyon, could hardly have been 


bettered by themselves or: by others, nor 
should Mr. Warnet’s service at the wireless 
instruments be forgotten.

KING AMANULLAH IN 
PERSIA, 


ENTHUSIASTIC WELCOME. 


From Our Own CORF ESPONDENT. 
TEHERAN, Sunday. 

With much pomp and ceremony, King 
Amanullah and Queen Souriva of Afghanistan 
arrived at the Persian capital vesterday, after 
their long journey from Moscow. The Roval 
couple were met when entering Persian ter- 
ritory by the Shah's nine-year-old son. the 
Persian’ Crown Prince. The young Prince, 
with his staff, escorted the King and Queen 
to the gates of the capital, where they were 
officially welcomed by the Shah and the 
Queen of Persia. 
At this point the two Queens were trans- 
ferred to a modern motor car, whilst the 
Shah and his guest, King Amanullah. entered 
the magnificent antique State coach which 
has been used for Royal ceremonies by earlier 
Persian monarchs. The gates and streets of 
the city were lavishly decorated with magnifi- 
cent. carpets and flags, every window display- 
ing one or the other, and the route through 
city was lined with Persian military 
attired in glittering costume. 
Queen Souriya, it was noted, was wearing 
European dress, and was heavily bejewelled. 
She was wearing also, over the face, an ordi- 
nary light-textured cream European veil, 
although the members of her own personal 
suite were all unveiled, 
The Royal visitors -were accorded an 
enthusiastic welcome on their drive through 
the streets. No stop was made in the city, 
but the party went on to the Summer Palace, 
just outside the capital, which will be their 
headquarters for the next nine days. 
An elaborate programme of fétes and galas, 
official functions, and visits to various parts 
of the country has been arranged. King 
Amanullah will be shown the workings of 
the various native industries, and will be 
initiated into the secrets of the making of the 
world-famed Persian carpets. He and Queen 
Souriya have their own separate wings in 
the Summer Palace, according to Persian 
custom.

The decrease since the Census of 
1911 amounts to’ 3,852 persons, or 6.2 per 
cent., a continuation of the downward move- 
ment recorded at each Census enumeration 
from 1851 onwards. The one urban district 
in the county has we very siightly in 
population during the past fifteen years, 
while the rural districts have decreased. The 
urban population in 1926 constituted 8.4 per 
cent. of the whole, as against 7.8 per cent. 
in 1911 and 8.3 per cent. in 1901. 

A feature is the increase in the rateable 
valuation of the county from £242,801 in 
1911 to £243,898 in 1926, an increase of 0.5 
per cent., as compared with a decrease of 6 
per cent. in population. 

AN EXCESS OF MALES. 

There is a preponderance of males—the 
county contains some 2,220 more makes than 
females. An excess of male population 
was first recorded in the year 1891, 
and has i steadil increaged. 
Three-fourthe the male oieelation 
between the ages 25 and 35 are unmarried. 
The females now outnumber the males only 
at ages of 70 and upwards. Notwithstanding 
the excess of male population the number of 
widows is more than double that of widowers. 
The average age of the population is now 32 
years, a slight decrease from the 1911 figure 
of 32.5 years. 

The total number of houses in the county 
has decreased by 6.5 per cent. since the 
Census of 1911, but the number of inhabited 
houses shows a decrease of 5.5 per cent. only 
—this being due to a reduction in the number 
of uninhabited houses, the 1926 figure for 
which is the smallest recorded since 1891. The 
number of houses under construction is the 
i YS recorded since 1861. 

t is interesting to note that the houses in 
the rural districts are generally smaller than 
those in the urban area. For example, we 
find that 46 per cent. of total private houses 
in the former contain from one to three 
rooms, while only 9 per cent of the private 
houses in the urban district contain one to 
three rooms, the highest percentage (49 per 
cent.) containing four to five rooms. Also it 
is seen that, whereas there are more families 
per private house in the urban area than in 
the rural districts the proportion of the popu- 
lation housed at a density of occupation of 
two or more persons per room is lowest in the 
urban district. 

EMPLOY MENT. 

The proportion of the population of both 
sexes and 4ll ages which is normally occupied 
is slightly 4°" than in 1911, the respective 
percentages being 42.1 in 1911 and 42.9 in 
1926. The proportion of males aged 12 years 
and over normally occupied has remained 
practically unchanged since 1911; but the pro- 
portion of the females of these ages who are 
normally occupied has increased. The agri- 
cultural industyy absorbs 68 per cent. of the 
occupied population and personal service the 
industry next in numerical importance 9 per 
cent. 

Out of a total of 16,884 persons engaged in 
agricultural occupations, the employers and 
workers on their own account and the 
farmers’ eons and relatives assisting in the 
work of the farm together number 12,589 
persons. This leaves a further 3,295 persons 
emploged inthe industry who, presumably, 
are entitled to the benefits of National Health 
Insurance, subject to adjustment for the pro- 
portion between the ages of 12 and 16 years, 
and those in receipt of salaries above the 
insurable limit included in this figure, to 
whom the provisions of the National Health 
Insurance Acte do not apply. Assuming that 
this proportion is about 10 per cent., it 
appears that some 2,900 persons should be 
insured. It is shown in the report, however, 
that the number returned as entitled to the 
benefite of National Health Insurance ({i.e., 
the insured persons) in the industry amounts 
to only 1,579 persons, or little more than 50 
per cent. of those engaged who do not come 
within the exempted classes. 

RELIGIOUS PROFESSIONS. 

The religious profession of 56 per cent. of 
the population was returned as Roman 
Catholic, 34 per cent. as Church of Ireland 
and other Protestant Episcopalian, 6.32 per 
cent. as Methodist, 2.5 per cent. as Presby- 
terian.

He believed that when the people 
became better acquainted with the economic 
problem there would be a considerable 
development in the growing of wheat and 
other cereals.

Present indications point to the United 
States Secretary of Commerce, Mr. 
Hoover, obtaining the Presidential nomi- 
nation at the Republican National Con- 
vention, which a here officially ae 
Tuesday, providing that President 
Coolidge stays out of the race. rt 

Everything depends on the President, 
as many followers of Mr. Hoover are 
ready to jump to the support of Mr. 
Coolidge if, he shoulu come out for re- 
nomination; It also is evident that the 
party enters the Convention split into two 
factions, with the Hooverites driving for 
nomination on the first ballot, which will 
take place if the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Andrew M. Mellon, throws 
his seventy-nine Pennsylvania votes to the 
support of his fellow-Cabinet member at 
once. Apparent also is the fact that the 
Hooverites will never permit ex-Governor 
Frank G. Dawes to be nominated. 

Mr. Hoover is certain of 480 votes— 
nineteen more than is necessary for a 
choice. 

The anti-Hooverites muster nearly 600 
delegates, and they are contending that if 
Mr. Hoover is nominated the Republican 
Party is doomed to defeat in the 
November elections. 

The talk is growing here that the only 
solution of the party’s difficulty is the 
nomination of President Coolidge, regard- 
less of his wishes. The committee which 
has been drafting a “ party platform’”’ 
has completed its work with thé exception 
of the prohibition and farm “ planks.”’ 

Indications are that the corn belt 
farmers will not abandon their fight for 
the principle of a farm relief measure con- 
taining an equalisation clause similar to 
that in the etary Hianen Bill, vetoed 
by the President, and this would cause a 
Convention fight. The tentative platform 
follows closely that of 1924. 

Wall street is betting three to two that 
Mr. Hoover will be nominated. 

Ex-Governor Lowden has arrived in 
Kansas City confident that he will win 
the nomination. He has 250 delegates 
pledged to support his nomination. 
Everyone in the feverish city is wondering 
what the result of Monday’s Pennsylvania 
delegates caucus will be, as this is 
expected to decide the question of whether 
the Hooverites will go to the Convention 
with the nomination assured on the first 
ballot or whether a fight is to be the 
order of the day. 


THE JERUSALEM 
CONFERENCE. 
PERSIAN BISHOP’S SERMON IN 
DUBLIN. 

Preaching yesterday morning at Zion 
Church, Rathgar, Dublin, Bishop Linton, of 


Persia, spoke of the deliberations of the 
recent Jerusalem Conference. 


The problem 
with which they were faced and attempted 
to answer, he said, was whether the name 
of Jesus Christ was still potent in the world 
to-day. Fifty-one nations were represented 
by the 240 delegates of widely differing 
points of view who attended the conference. 

One question was continually before them— 
“ What is the missionary motive to-day? ” 
To go back still further—‘‘ What is the mes- 
sage of the Church to the world? ' Old- 
established standards of right or wrong were 
being examined and criticised; ancient 
religions were being modified, or reformed, 
or put in the melting-pot of modern thought. 

In the quest of a new basis of life youth 
in the East and West alike had a great 
yearning for a full expression of personality 
and for reality in religion. Was it still pos- 
sible for the Christian apostle to stand forth 
and say that, by the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth, crucified, risen and ascended, 
and in that Name alone, was the dynamic 
which the world needed ? 

The problem of the conference 
“ Does the Gospel work to-day; can we 
to those lame from birth: ‘In the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth stand up and 
walk?” ‘ Yes,’’ said that conerence with 
one voice. ‘‘In that Name nations may 
stand up free and We know 
nothing better and content with 
nothing less.”

EUCHARISTIC PROCESSION.

Impressive scenes of devotional piety were 
witnessed in Cork to-day on the occasion of 
the annual Eucharistic procession through the 
streets of the city.

PROMISE CASE.

Details of a breach oí promise case created 
no little amusement, at Kildare Circuit Court 
last Friday. The plaintiff was Miss Elizabeth 
Melia; aged twenty-five, and the defendant, 
Stephen O'Byrne, a small farmer, perhaps two 
years older, both parties living in the neigh- 
bourhood of Rathangan, Co. Kildare. 

The plaintiff toid the Court that she met 
the defendant at a dance, but knew him 
previously. His brother was engaged to her 
sistey, and afterwards went out to America 
fo mgrry her. She intended to go to America 
to join her sister, but after their third 
meeting the defendant asked her to forget all 
about her intention to go there, and said that 
it would not be his fault if she ever was 
sorry for staying in Ireland. She said that 
if he cared she would go to America and 
bing side money for him, but he.replied that 
money was not everything. They became 
engaged, and on the 26th March, 1925, he 
gave her an engagement ring. 


HARVEST PUTS OFF MARRIAGE. 

They were to have been married a year 
from that time, but he postponed the 
marriage then as his brother was ill. In the 
following year the marriage was again put 
off, this time because of a poor harvest. 

A letter containing Christmas greetings and 
five crosses was handed in by Mr. Sheehy, 
barrister-at-law, who appeared íor the 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore (cross-examining)— 
Your case is that you met him at a dance 
on April 20th, 1924, and that at the dance 
he told you it would be better for you not 
to go to America—tnat it would be better for 
you to stay here? 

The Witness—Yes; he took me to a dance 
on thé following ‘Tuesday night, and pro- 
posed to me. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore — Quick work. 
(Laughter.) He only met you three times

Counsel proceeded to question the witness 
about the engagement ring. You said you 
were not at the jewellers, he said. Is it not 
rather strange that the ring should fit? I put 
it to you that he never gave you the ring. 

The witness—He gave me the ring. 
Stephen Byrne gave it to me. 

Thomas Melo deposed that he went with 
his sister to see the defendant and get an 
explanation of his conduct. When his sister 
asked why he had kept her from going to 
America for three years, by his promise of 
marriage, he said: ‘“‘I know I did; but I 
can't get married now. You can make the 
best of it.” 

Mr, Kingsmill Moore said that the defence 
was that at no time was there a proposal. 
Although the defendant had a farm there 
were several family charges On it. In a case 
like that it was peculiarly easy for either one 
side or the other to be mistaken. “ ‘‘ The 
people,” said counsel, “are entirely 
romantic, entirely hopeful, and they may be 
on definite terms of affection.” 


“ WOULD GO Map.” 
The defendant, in replying to Mr. 
mill Moore, said that following a message 
which the plaintiff sent to him, he whet her 
at a dance. He did not see her for a con- 
siderable time afterwards, but she sent mes- 
sages to him asking if he was ever out at 
all or why he was not going over. 
(Laughter.) He did not go over at the time, 
but afterwards he met her at a dance, and 
when she asked why he did not go over, he 
replied that he did not want any girls. He 
did not use the words about preventing her 
going to America. He < .® the ring in court, 
but he had never seen it before. She talked 
of marriage two or three times, but he could 
not, see his way to get married, as he was 
heavily in debt. She told him that if he 
did not marry her she would go mad, and 
afterwards her brother came over and said 
that if he did not go to her house to see her 
she might be dead. He replied that if she 
was dead, he did not kill her. 
Judge Doyle (producing the 
card)—lIs this your handwriting ?

The Judge—And this: “I wish that my 
wish would come true, when Christmas again 
comes, because I love you?” (Laughter.)

EMPLOYMENT FOR MANY HANDS. 

The re-opening of the Swiftbrook Paper 
Mills at Saggart, Co. Dublin, which have 
been closed down for several years past, has 
afforded great relief to the unemployed. in 
the district. The mills, which are the oldest 
existing paper mulls in Ireland, and the only 
paper mulls producing fine notepaper, type- 
writing papers and other papers of that class, 
ave been closed owing to trade depression. 
Recently, however, they were purchased hy 
a large Scottish business concern, and have 
been lately re-opened. 

The mills, which are situate on the Camac 

River, derive some of their working power 
from the ponds at Brittas, County Dublin, in 
which the flow of the Camac is collected. 
One of the main supply lines from the 
Shannon scheme now passes close to the mills, 
and it is believed locally that in the future 
power will be derived from that source for 
the working of the mills. New plant and 
machinery have been installed in the mills 
by the present company. At present about 
cne hundred and fifty hands, many of whom 
are women and girls, are employed. The re- 
opening of the mills has been greatly appre- 
clated in the district, where unemployment 
has been acute. 
The paper mills at the neighbouring village 
of Clondalkin, which were purchased by a 
syndicate some time ago and which former! 
employed a couple of hundred hands, are still 
closed. It is interesting to note that the 
Saggart Mills provided some of the paper 
for the first Irish Free State stamps.

PRAYER-BOOK. 


VITAL DEBATE IN THE 
COMMONS.

While the partisans on both sides are 
equally confident of success in the division on 
the Prayer-Book Measure in the House of 
Commons next Thursday, impartial observers 
are unable to find evidence of any material 
change in the Pertiqgentory atmosphere since 
last December when the Book was reject 
by 238 votes to 205, a majority of 55. . 
"The fact that there are at present no visible 
signs of an important change 1s by no means 
a reliable guide. in estimating the proba- 
bilities, and in the opinion of experiencerl 
members of the House the debate will settle 
the issue. ' 

A surprising new development in the con- 
troversy has taken place. Sir William 
Jovynson-Hicks has authorised an announce- 
ment that in the event of the rejection ot 
the measure by Parliament, an alternative 
Praver-Book will be produced, designed to 
‘‘cover the non-contentious enrichments and 
variations found in the ra we Book, and 
which, there is reason to believe, are generally 
acceptable.” gs cess 

It is understood that action in this direc- 
tion has been taken as a result of the sugges- 
tions of the Bishop of Norwich, a leading 
opponent of the new Book as it now exists. 
The names of the members of the committee 
are regarded as ‘“‘secret’’ meantime. 

CABINET SUPPORT. 

Cabinet Ministers who are numbered among 
the supporters of the Book include, in addi- 
tion to the Prime Minister, Mr. Bridgeman, 
First Lord of the Admiralty ; Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs: Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Minister 
of Health; Mr. Cnurchill, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; Mr. Guinness, Minister of Agri- 
culture: Sir F. Cuanliffe-Lister, President of 
the Board of Trade; Sir Samuel Hoare, Secre- 
tary of State for Air, and Lord Eustace 
Percy, Minister of Education. 

Last December Mr. Churchill was under- 
stood to be hostile to the Book, but he did 
not take any part in the division. The re- 
vision since then is believed to have removed 
his objections. 


BISHOP’S REPLY TO 
HOME SECRETARY, 


“CANNOT HAVE IT BOTH 
WAYS.” 


A reply to the Home Secretary (Sir W. 
Jovnson-Hicks) is contained in a pamphlet, 
‘The Prayer Book Crisis,” by the Bishop of 
| Manchester (Dr. William Temple), published 
by the Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowlcdge. 

““ We are entitled to regret,” writes Dr. 
Temple, ‘‘ and even to resent ;the issue, under 
Sir William’s high personal and official autho- 
rity, of an extremely partisan statement at a 
moment when it is likely to have its maxi- 
rium influence upon the House of Commons, 
and when there is no time to prepare a reply 
upon the same scale before that House is 
called upon to make its momentcas decision. 

“ HALF THE TRUTH.” 

'“- No one will question the sincerity of Sir 
William’s belief that the outline of Church 
history which he gives is as correct as its 
inevitable brevity. allows. 

“ There are students, equally free from any 
tendency to medizvalism or Romanism, who 
are convinced by the evidence that what is 
here stated is only half the truth, and is in 
some respects the opposite of the truth 

“Sir William’s reading of Church history, 
however sincere, however legitimate as an in- 
dividual interpretation, is not one which 
should be accepted without further inquiry by 
those who wish to be sure that they have 
allowed for. all the facts.”’ 

Dr. Temple contends that what Sir Wiliam 
has written on the relation of the Praver-book 
measure to the report of the Royal Commis- 
sion of 1904-05 is “not only one-sided, but 
positively misleading.”’ ; 

“The description of the book given upon 
the outer cover says in so many words that 
the Deposited Book ‘would promote the re- 
introduction of those Roman ceremonies and 
forms of devotion which the Royal Commission 
of 1906 said should be promptly made to 
cease.’ ”’ 

‘This is truly a monstrous perversion. - . 

‘The main point of the charge against the 
bishops is that they have undertaken the 
revision of the Prayer Book before seeking 
powers to deal more effectively with illegality. 
But how was it possible to undertake the 
checking of illegality when the Roval Com- 
mission itself had said that many things are 
now illegal which ought not to be? 

ILLEGAL PRACTICES. 

“The first necessity was so to alter the law 
as to make it capable of enforcement. This 
Is the answer to those who complain ‘hat the 
method proposed by the bishops is simply to 
legalise illegality.
